TEAM NOTES AGAINST PHILADELPHIA 

• Philadelphia holds a 6-2-3 lead in the all-time series between the two clubs 

• The Revs are winless in six trips to PPL Park (0-4-2), including four straight one-goal 
defeats Saturday’s match is the second of three meetings between the clubs this 
year... the the two teams meet at Gillette Stadium on June 28 to close out the 
regular-season series ... earlier this year, Philadelphia earned a 1-0 win at PPL Park 
on March 15 

• The Revs claimed their first-ever win in the series when they earned a 2-0 win on 
April 27, 2013, at Gillette Stadium 

• The Revs are 2-2-1 all-time at Gillette Stadium against the Union, and are unde¬ 
feated in their last three games: 2-0-1 in Foxborough 

• The Revs won the teams’ regular-season series (2-1-0) in 2013 for the first time... 
the Union won the regular-season series between the two clubs in each of its first 
three seasons: 2010, 2011 and 2012 

• Six of the 11 meetings between the teams have been decided by goals in the 70th 
minute or later 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST PHILADELPHIA 

• Kelyn Rowe and Diego Fagundez are the current leading scorers against Philadel¬ 
phia with two goals and two assists each ... Rowe assisted on Saer Sene’s goal at 
PPL Park on July 29, 2012, and Fagundez’s goal on April 27, 2013 ... Fagundez 
recorded both of his assists on August 28, 2013 

• Three different current players have scored one goal against Philly: Lee Nguyen 
(April 27, 2013), Saer Sene (July 29, 2012) and A.J. Soares (Sept. 7, 2011) 

• Chris Tierney has two career assists against Philadelphia, both coming on Sept. 7, 
2011, on goals by A.J. Soares and MonsefZerka 

• Dimitry Imbongo has two career assists against Philadelphia as well, both coming on 
August 28, 2013, on goals by Kelyn Rowe and Juan Agudelo 

• Teal Bunbury and Scott Caldwell have each recorded one assist against Philadelphia 

• Bobby Shuttleworth is 1 -4-0 against Philly, with one shutout and a 1.00 goals against 
average 

• Brad Knighton lost his only career appearance against his former club, a 1-0 loss in 
2013 while he was with Vancouver... he is also a former member of the Union, as 
Philly picked him up in the Expansion Draft in 2009 ahead of their inaugural season 
in 2010, which was his only season with the Union.

March 15,2014 - PPL Park (Chester, Pa.) 

CHESTER, Pa. - Sebastien Le Toux scored the game's only goal as the the Union 
defeated the Revolution, 1-0, at PPL Park. The Union got on the board in the 31st minute 
after Fernandes - a late addition to the starting lineup in place of captain Brian Carroll 
(illness) - made a move around Andrew Farrell, playing his first ever pro game at center 
back. The second-year midfielder then ran in alone on net before playing a ball across the 
face of goal that Le Toux tapped in. Diego Fagundez had the Revs’ best chance to equal¬ 
ize in the 38th minute when his first-time shot off a Teal Bunbury cross was saved by Zak 
MacMath, and the rebound caromed off his shin and over the crossbar.

TEAM NOTES 


BACK TO THE CITY OF BROTHERLY LOVE 

The Revs will make their second trip to Philadelphia this Saturday, May 17... Saturday’s 
match will be the second of three regular-season meetings against the Union ... Philly earned 
a 1 -0 victory when the teams first met at PPL Park earlier this season on March 15 ... the 
Revs are winless in six previous visits to PPL Park, posting a 0-4-2 record, including four 
straight one-goal losses ... the two teams are scheduled to play at Gillette Stadium on June 
28 to close out the regular-season series. 

FIVE-GOAL OUTBURST 

The Revs offense broke through in a big way last Sunday, posting a 5-0 win over league-lead¬ 
ing Seattle Sounders FC ... Sunday’s match marked the first time the Revs scored five goals 
in a game since August 25, 2013, a 5-1 win against Philadelphia at home ... Diego Fagundez 
led the way with his first two goals of the season ... Patrick Mullins and Teal Bunbury each 
added a goal for the Revs, while Seattle also scored an own goal... Mullins has scored in 
consecutive games, while Bunbury has two goals and one assist in the last three games. 

IMPRESSIVE UNBEATEN STREAK EXTENDED 

With last Sunday’s win over Seattle, the Revs extended their unbeaten streak to five games, 
including three straight wins ... the Revs’ current three-game winning streak is tied for the 
second-longest streak in MLS this season (with previous three-game streaks from Columbus 
and Dallas)... Sunday's win snapped Seattle’s league-best five-game winning streak (April 12 
- May 7)... the Revs’ last three wins have come against some of the league’s toughest outfits:

OFF TO A GOOD START 

The Revs have surged to the top of the Eastern Conference in recent weeks after starting the 
season 0-2-1... in the club’s last seven games, the teams has posted a 5-1-1 record and are 
currently tied for first in the East... the hot streak has the Revs in at least a tie for first place at 
this point in the season for the first time since 2008 ... in 2008, the Revs had the best record 
at the All-Star Game break (9-4-3), but finished the regular season in third place in the East 
(12-11-7). 

SPRINGING INTO MAY 

The month of May has been kind to the Revs so far, with the club picking up wins over Seattle 
and Toronto to open the month after a solid April... after falling on the road in D.C. to start the 
month of April, the Revs have surged into a tie for first place in the Eastern Conference behind 
a five-game undefeated streak (4-0-1), picking up home wins over Houston (April 12), Kansas 
City (April 26) and Seattle (May 11), a draw on the road at Chicago (April 19) and a win at 


Toronto (May 3)... last season, the Revs also enjoyed a successful month of May, going 2-1-2 
in five games. 

CENTRAL POWERS 

The central defense tandem of A.J. Soares and Andrew Farrell has proven extremely stingy 
this season in their time together... in the 499 minutes the duo has played centrally together 
this year, the Revolution has gone 4-1-1 with a goals against average of 0.54 - allowing just 
three goals in that span, including two shutouts ... while Soares has played exclusively at cen¬ 
ter back in each of his four professional seasons, Farrell has transitioned centrally as needed 
this year, his second pro season ... Farrell first appeared at CB on March 15 at Philadelphia, 
and has also played the team's last 409 minutes (spanning five games) at center back in place 
of the injured Jose Goncalves.

OPPONENTS DOING IT ON THEIR OWN 

So far this season, the Revolution’s opponents have scored two own goals for New England ... 
San Jose’s Victor Bernardez added one on March 29 in the Revs' 2-1 win, while Seattle’s Chad 
Marshall scored one for the Revs on May 11 in New England’s 5-0 win ... the two own goals 
received this year is the second-highest total in club history already (with 1998, 2003, 2008 and 
2012) - with 24 games still remaining ... in 2005, opponents scored three own goals, the most 
the Revs have ever received in one season. 

DIEGO OPENS 2014 ACCOUNT IN STYLE 

Diego Fagundez scored his first two goals of the 2014 season against Seattle Sounders FC in 
last Sunday’s 5-0 win ... Fagundez opened his account in the 29th minute when Chris Tierney 
played him into the 18-yard-box where he beat Stefan Frei to the near post with a right-footed 
shot... Fagundez’s second goal came in the 41st minute when he chested down Teal Bun- 
bury's 35-yard, cross-field pass and ripped a low shot inside the far post past Frei... that goal 
was one of five nominated for AT&T Goal of the Week ... Fagundez now his 19 career goals, 
moving him into a tie for ninth place on the Revs’ career scoring chart. 

BUNBURY HEATING UP AFTER MOVING WIDE 

Teal Bunbury has reaped the benefits of a tactical switch by head coach Jay Heaps in recent 
weeks ... Bunbury, who typically lines up as a target man in the forward position, has started 
the last three matches on the right wing in the team’s flexible 4-1-4-1/4-3-3 system ... in the 
most recent three games, the first-year Rev has scored two goals and added one assist, help¬ 
ing the team go 3-0-0 in those matches. 

Jay Heaps on moving Bunbury wide right: 7 think we wanted to give it a tittle different look.... 
And Teal, he lines up well out there. He has a lot of pace and he shows that he can seal out 
that back door. And a lot of his chances came because he’s got that real forward mentality, so 
when he’s on the wing and the ball gets wide on the far side, on the left back side, Teal likes to 
get in the box and it showed... There’s nothing worse than having a 6-foot-2, 6-foot-3 guy on 
the left back. I mean, if you’re a left back, you’re thinking, where’s this guy coming from and it’s 
difficult to defend.’’ 

BACK-TO-BACK FOR MULLINS 

Patrick Mullins has started as the team's central forward the last two weeks and has scored 
a goal in both games ... Mullins added his second goal of the season - which was the game¬ 
winning goal - against Seattle last Sunday ... the rookie scored his first career goal against To¬ 
ronto at BMO Field on May 3, which was nominated for Goal of the Week and finished second 
to Portland’s Gaston Fernandez by less than 1.5 percent of the vote ... Mullins now has three 
starts on the year after the Revolution selected him 11th overall in January's MLS SuperDraft. 

TIERNEY FINDS HIS FIRST HELPER 

Chris Tierney recorded his first assist of the season in last Sunday’s 5-0 win over Seattle ... 
Tierney played Diego Fagundez into the 18-yard-box and the 19-year-old did the rest in the 
29th minute ... he almost had his first assist minutes earlier, however, when in the 14th minute, 
after Teal Bunbury connected with his low cross and had his shot saved on the line (Patrick 
Mullins then tapped in the rebounds for the game’s first goal)... Tierney now has 22 career 
assists - all with the Revs - and is eighth on the team's career assist chart... the Wellesley, 
Mass., product has now recorded at least one assist in each of his seven seasons in MLS. 
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TEAM NOTES 


ENCOURAGING SIGN FOR ROWE 

After missing six games with a left hamstring injury, midfielder Kelyn Rowe returned to the 
field last Sunday for the first time since March 22 ... Rowe came on in the 70th minute against 
Seattle, playing 20 minutes as a second-half substitute in the central midfield ... Rowe started 
the season opener at Houston on March 8 before missing the second match of the season - at 
Philadelphia on March 15-with right hamstring tightness ... he returned against Vancouver on 
March 22, before leaving the match late with a hamstring issue in the other leg. 


DEFENSE FINDING ITS WAY BACK 

After allowing four goals in the season opener, the Revolution's defense has been on a 
steadying course ever since ... while the Revs have a team goals against average of 1.00 after 
Sunday’s win against Seattle Sounders FC, New England has a team GAA of 0.66 in its last 
nine games ... the team’s 1.00 GAA is tied for third in the league, while its four shutouts are 
tied for third ... in 2013, the Revs had one of the MLS’stouted defenses, allowing 1.12 goals 
per game (to tie for third in the league) and led MLS in shutouts with 14, a club record. 


CALDWELL CLOSING THE DOOR Last Nine Matches 

Although Scott Caldwell hasn’t found himself in the starting 11 this year as much as he did in Shutouts (4) 
the 2013 season, his value off the bench has been huge for the Revs ... in the six matches in 
which Caldwell has come on as substitute, the Revs have posted a 5-0-1 record:

FARRELL FINDS HIS SPOT 


ANOTHER CLEAN SHEET FOR SHUTTLEWORTH 

Bobby Shuttleworth recorded a season-high six saves in last Sunday’s 5-0 win over Seattle 
Sounders FC, picking up his fourth shutout of the season ... Shuttleworth is tied for second 
in MLS (with Houston’s Tally Hall and Colorado's Clint Irwin) in shutouts and is the only 
goalkeeper who has yet to concede a goal at home ... his 1.00 goals against average is tied for 
third in MLS, and second among keepers who have made six or more starts ... Kansas City’s 
Eric Kronberg leads the league with five shutouts, and his goals against average of 0.80 ranks 
second in MLS ... Shuttleworth now has 17 career shutouts, and ranks second in club history. 


Andrew Farrell was heralded coming into MLS as one of the league and U.S.’ top defensive 
prospects, and after a stand-out rookie season, is now displaying a consistently top-notch 
effort as a sophomore ... Farrell, who played all of his minutes in 32 matches at right back last 
year, has seen time at both right back and center back in 2014 ... he’s been named to MLS' 
team of the week three times already this season - once as a right back and two as a center 
back - and has been noticeably controlling along the backline this year... Farrell’s consistent 
and stellar play has pundits looking ahead to a potential star role at the international level: 

“. ..he’s emerged as a defender set to stake his international claim during the next World Cup 
cycle.’’- Brian Straus, Sl.com (May 2, 2014) 


BENGTSON TO JOIN HONDURAS SUNDAY 

Jerry Bengtson, who was named to Honduras’ preliminary World Cup squad last week, will 
meet up with Honduras in St. Lauderdale, Fla., on Sunday, May 18, following the Revs’ match 
at Philadelphia on Saturday ... Bengtson is looking to make his World Cup debut next month, 
after he and Honduras play three tune-up matches in the U.S.: vs. Turkey (May 29 in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C.), vs. Israel (June 1 in Houston) and vs. England (June 7 in Miami)... Bengtson, 
who has 19 goals in 41 appearances for Honduras, was one of 23 players called into the 
pre-tournament camp by Honduras technical director Luis Fernando Suarez. 

BACK-AND-FORTH SCHEDULE 

After opening up the season with five of its first seven games on the road, the Revs are now 
settling into a pattern of home and away games until early June ... after Saturday’s match at 
Philadelphia, the Revs will alternate road and home matches until the MLS World Cup break ... 
next weekend, the team will host D.C. United (May 24), then travel to Montreal (May 31) before 
hosting New York (June 8) ahead of the two-week break... the Revs still have 13 home games 
remaining, but only 11 road contests. 

REVS WAITING FOR DAYS GONE “BYE” 

With their designated bye weekend coming in Week 22 of the schedule (Aug. 9-13), the Revo¬ 
lution will be the last team in MLS who will enjoy a bye weekend outside of the league’s World 
Cup break ... with the exception of Portland - who does not have an in-season bye week in 
their schedule besides the World Cup break - every other team in MLS will have enjoyed at 
least one bye weekend before the Revs sit out Week 22 of the schedule ... this year’s sched¬ 
ule is a stark change from the 2013 slate that saw the Revs have two bye weeks in the first six 
weeks of the schedule: Week 1 and Week 6.

Andrew Farrell is styling a growing beard, and it’s all because of a bet... in the off-season, Far¬ 
rell challenged his brother, Will, that he would grow a beard until he scored his first MLS goal 
... after coming oh-so-close against San Jose last year - Jon Busch made a shoe-string stop 
on a full extension to his right - Farrell is determined to score his first MLS goal this year - or 
have a growing beard for the season. 

EARLY IRONMAN CONTENDERS 

Teal Bunbury, Bobby Shuttleworth and A.J. Soares are the Revs’ only three players that have 
played all 900 minutes this season ... Bunbury has seen all of his time on the attack (both at 
forward and on the right wing) and has scored two goals and added two assists ... Shuttle- 
worth has started in goal in each of the team’s 10 games, while Soares has been a staple at 
the center back position in each match ... in 2013, only one Revs player played every minute of 
every game: Jose Goncalves. 

YES, FAGUNDEZ IS STILL A TEENAGER 

Diego Fagundez, still a teenager, is now in his fourth year as a member of the Revs ... 
Fagundez, who turned 19 on Feb. 14, had a career year in 2013, scoring 13 goals (to tie for 
fifth in MLS) and added seven assists to lead the club in scoring ... the Leominster, Mass., 
product was also voted team MVP ... his 13 goals last season all came from the run of play, 
and marked the highest season goal total for a teenager in MLS history - and he is the only 
teenager in MLS history to score 10 or more goals in one season ... Fagundez now has 19 
goals in his career and holds the league record for goal scoring by a teenager, last set by 
Eddie Gaven (16 goals).

FAGUNDEZ CLAIMS NINTH PLACE FOR HIMSELF 

Following his first-career two-goal came last Sunday against Seattle, Fagundez moved into 
sole possession of ninth place on the Revs’ career goal scoring chart... entered the season 
with 17 goals and tied for 10th with Andy Dorman, but his two goal effort left him over Raul 
Diaz Arce for ninth place ... Fagundez has also been an opportunistic scorer, and his six game¬ 
winning goals are tied for eighth in club history - with Ted Chronopoulos and Wolde Harris. 
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50 THE NEXT STOP FOR ROWE 

If Kelyn Rowe ia fit healthy enough to crack the starting lineup against Philadelphia this 
Saturday, it will mark his 50th career start in MLS, all of which will have come with New 
England ... last Sunday, Rowe made his first appearance since March 22, when he came 
on as a second-half substitute against Seattle ... Rowe, now in his third year in MLS, has 
made 66 appearances in three seasons ... the midfielder has scored 10 goals and record¬ 
ed 13 assists in his young career, thanks in large part to a stellar sophomore campaign in 
2013 where he led the team in assists with eight and also added seven goals. 

“ROWEING” TO WINS 

Kelyn Rowe had one of the more impressive sophomore campaigns of any MLS player in 
recent history ... the 22-year-old scored seven goals and added a team-best eight assists 
in 33 appearances last year, while developing his now familiar “Roweing” goal celebration 
... his two-year resume is so impressive that Rowe has already been cited as an upstart 
candidate for 2014 MLS MVP: “A lot of that falls on the shoulders of Rowe, who has the 
talent to be an MVP candidate. Seriously: He is one of my dark-horse picks this year.

SHUTTLEWORTH THE STEADY 

Bobby Shuttleworth is coming off a career season in 2013, and is parlaying that into 
another successful campaign in 2014 ... last year, he made career-highs in appearances 
(23), starts (22), minutes played (2,063) and saves (64)... after assuming the day-to-day 
starting role in mid-April 2013, Shuttleworth went on to post some of MLS’ top goalkeeping 
numbers by midseason and garnered MLS All-Star consideration ... a tall keeper who com¬ 
municates and organizes his defenders well, Shuttleworth is now in his sixth MLS season 
with 53 appearances, 51 starts and a career goals against average of 1.31. 

TIERNEY’S LEFT FOOT TOPS ALL 

Chris Tierney, the Revs' longest tenured player, is one of MLS’ most dangerous - and 
accurate - free kick takers ... the left-footed Tierney topped Opta’s list of most accurate 
free-kick takers since 2011, as published by MLSSoccer.com early in 2014 ... his average 
deviation off target of 7.81 degrees bettered second-place Jeff Larentowicz ... Houston's 
Brad Davis - considered by many the top set-piece taker in the league - had a variance of 
13.24 degrees off target.

Clyde’s disease - Focal 
Segmental Glomerulosclerosis (FSGS) - has now progressed to the point that he needs a 
kidney transplant... the usual waiting time for a suitable kidney match is about four years, and 
many people on the waiting list don’t have that long before needing to go on dialysis - includ¬ 
ing Simms ... people interested in donating a kidney first need to contact a donation center and 
be tested ... to be tested to see if you are a match to help Clyde - or other people waiting for

NEW MLS AND U.S. SOCCER TV DEAL ANNOUNCED 

On Monday, Major League Soccer and U.S. Soccer announced a new television and media 
rights partnerships with ESPN, FOX Sports and Univision Deportes, reaching eight-year 
agreements with the networks to televise MLS and U.S. Soccer matches in the U.S. through 
the end of 2022 ... the deal includes designated days for nationally-televised league matches, 
including Fridays on Univision's family of networks, and Sunday with 5 p.m. ET kickoffs on 
ESPN's networks and 7 p.m. ET kickoffs on Fox’s channels ... the league's digital streaming 
out-of-market package will also move to ESPN3’s platform. 


FLAG OF NEW ENGLAND 



Long before the sewing of the American flag as we know it -- before there were the United States, 
and hundreds of years before its slightly-altered stars and stripes emerged on the Revolution club 
badge - a flag of a different design was fbwn proudly in the early colonies that now comprise New 
England. 

Historic Revolutionary War artist John Trumbull’s depiction of the Battle of Bunker Hill featured a red 
flag with a green pine tree, which often served as a representation of the New England colonies. 
While historians argue the exact dates of origin of this early flag, over time, the design stood out as a 
symbol of honor for the territory. 

It was a reflection of unification. It’s flown as an homage to the region’s pride and passion. 

No group has more pride or passion than Revolution supporters, who have flown the flag of New 
England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club's inception in 1996. 

With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the flag of New Eng¬ 
land now adorns the Revolution’s uniforms - both as testament to the region’s revolutionary history, 
and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 

Situated on the back of the jersey, at the base of the neck - a position reserved for the most mean¬ 
ingful representations on soccer jerseys - the flag of New England now lives in honor on the back of 
every New England Revolution jersey. 

Sitting above the players' last names, the Revolution and supporters alike are reminded that the 
club holds true to its community’s historic roots in reverence, and continues to proudly represent the 
historic region of New England, while symbolically bringing the supporters onto the field, each and 
every game.
